Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants pointed out the differences between the Forrest reference 
and the present claims; specifically that the claim language of "an electron-hole recombination zone" imparts structure 
to one of ordinary skill in the art. This structure requires a very thin layer of metal and does not allow for a thick layer. 
Applicants pointed to the 1000 angstrom ITO layer and 100 angstrom metal layers in Forrest as having the opposite 
structure, and being a structure identified within the art as a charge transfer layer. Applicants will be filing a formal 
response to the previous action which the examiner will reconsider all arguments at such time.
